Enormous Supply 


OVER MILLION 
GALLONS REMAIN 
FOR NEXT YEAR 


Because of the phenomenally 
mild winter, the Orchard Protec- 
tion company, which supplies the 
growers of four large citrus as- 
sociations, has 1,800,000 gallons of 
orchard heater oil in its storage 


tanks, valued at approximately 


$67,500.00. According to L. R. 
Bradley, manager of the Upland 


Lemon Growers association, it has 
not been necessary for growers to 
remove any oil from the storage 
orchard 


tanks since filling their 
heaters last fall. 

The large amount of oil will re- 
main in storage until next winter, 
or until the next cold wave. No 
orchard heating is anticipated dur- 
ing the rest of the winter. 

The 1,800,000 gallons of oil are 
stored in three plants of the Orch- 


ard Protection company in tanks 


varying from 25,000 to 400,000 
gallons in capacity. The four as- 
sociations whose members use 
thie oil are the Upland Lemon 
Growers association, Upland Cit- 


rus association, Old Baldy Citrus 
association, and Upland Heights 


Orange association. A. J. Neil- 
son ig secretary-manager of the 
Orchard Protection company. 

The oil now stored is valued at 
about 3% cents a gallon, and is 
sold to member growers at cost. 
The four associations are stock- 
holders in the Orchard Protection 
company, and any profit is return- 
ed to the grower members at the 
end of the year. 

According to Mr. Bradley, more 
growérs now have pfivate oil sup- 
plies than formerly because of the 
extremely cold winter last year. 
He considers the oil supply of the 
Orchard Protection company ade- 
quate, since even last year they 
were able to meet the demand for 
oil. 

Most of the ofl is purchased 
from the Fruit ee “oe 
com , another unit o: co- 
cneeniiee organization of the cit- 
rus industry. However, some oil 
is purchased from outside sources 
if it seems advisable.

RATE HIGH TEST 





Every Bus Receives bi 
Score in State Monoxide | 


? Gas Examination 





Condition of the Chaffey Union 
high school busses proved highly 
satisfactory when they were 
checked for carbon monoxide gas 
last Friday. Inspection was 
miade by the Industrial Hygiene 
Service of the Califcrnia State 
Department of Public Health in 
cocperation with the State High- 
way Patrol to find out existing 
conditions as a basis on which 
to evolve standards for future 
regulations. 

Five of the Chaffey busses rat- 
ed zero, seven less than ten; four. 
10; and one, 16. Acccrding to 
the Service ratings, passenger 
busses should have less than 25 
parts of monoxide gas in a mil- 
lion parts of air to merit an ex- 
cellent rating. For a fair rating 
they should have léss than 50, and 
above that they are designated 
as poor. These figures siow that 
the poorest bus in the Chaffey 
fleet is still nine points below the 
maximum for excellent rating. A 
certificate stating the condition 
was placed in each respective ma- 
chine. 

Fred Merha, manager of the 
transportation department at 
Chaffey, stated that Inspector J. 
P. Russell commented favorably 
on the high rating of the Chaffey 
busses. He had noted especially 
that all of the Chaffey busses 
have their exhaust pipes extend- 
ed to the top. 

Mr. Merha believes that the 
extension of the exhaust pipes is 
perhaps the greatest single fac- 
tor making for the splendid rat- 
ing. He said that the extensions 
were the result of a study afew 
years ago of the nature of air 
currents in the rea> of a moving 
vehicle, especially when a stop 
was made. 

With the exhaust pipe near the 
ground it was found that as the 
bus stopped much of the gas 
came in through the windows, 
being wafted along with the 
movement of the air currents. To 
overcome this difficulty the pipes 
were extended to the top where 
the burnt gasses from the motor 
are carried away from the bus. 
Great care is also taken to elim- 
inate any possibility of carbor 
monoxide gas seeping through 
the floors of the busses by keep- 
ing the pipes in the best condi- 
tion possible.

work in applying the best solu- 
tions for local problems and to 
study the area as a whole, mak-

Application of approved veg- 
etative controls, including *over-

3. Digging of sand furrows or 
shallow ditches to stop sand drift- 
ing.
